Assessor Warns Little of 
Individual 
Property 
Levy Collected 


$1,170,000 TOTAL DUE 


Threatens to Sell Oil Rigs 
to Settle Accounts of 
County With Firms 


Midway in his annual 
assess­ 
m ent campaign, County 
Assessor 
Jam es Sleeper paused today to an­ 
nounce that personal property tax 
collection, which he also makes, la 
proceeding slowly; also that there 
m ay not be as many oil derricks in 
sight late this sum m er as there 
are now. 
As a result of 
present 
recal­ 
citrance among the personal prop­ 
erty taxpayers, Sleeper m ay short­ 
ly start wielding the legal weapon 
known as attachm ent, be said, to 
awaken them to a sense of duty 
as citizens. 
Hut a very small portion of the 
total peraonal property taxes due 
In the county, which Sleeper esti­ 
m ates at approximately $1,170,000, 
baa been paid, he said, although 
the taxes have been payable since 
March I. 
By July I, when he ex­ 
pects to complete his assessm ent 
w ork, he expects also to collect the 
rest of it, either through voluntary 
payment on the part of the taxpay­ 
er or, he indicated, by Judicious 
application of attachm ents. 
Personal tax money has been 
coming In so slowly th at I’m going 
to start attaching very shortly," 
said Sleeper. 
"W e’ll see if that 
doesn’t wake up some one.” 
Sleeper's reference to the pros­ 
pective reduction in the 
visible 
supply of oil rigs, be 
explained, 
held no ominous pbrtent to the oil 
industry. 
It simply m eans, 
he 
added, that a few of 
the 
wells 
have failed to pay sufficiently to 
justify a further investm ent In the 
form of tax payments. 
According­ 
ly the rigs are now subject to tax 
sale and that ta the course Sleeper 
says he will adopt. 
‘We’ll get a few of them out of 
the way," he said. 
"They don’t 
mean anything to the oil industry, 
anyway, so they will be sold for 
tuxes." 
There are probably a score 
of 
such rigs In the H untington Beach 
beld, it was Indicated, and other 
districts 
scattered 
through 
the 
county.

Work Being Rushed on New 
Gas and Electric Power 
House at Beach 
t 
SEAL BEACH, May 19.—Bxcava- 
tlon work at the- Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric plant, in course of 
construction on Alamitos bay In 
Seal Beach, in which the big steam 
shovel has been kept busy, will be 
completed 
this 
week. 
Two pile 
drivers will be used to place the 
sheet piles for the deep foundations 
of concrete work. A steel concrete 
tower, which will be 160 feet high 
when 
completed, 
is up IOO feet. 
This will be used In placing con­ 
crete on other parts of the first 
unit building, which will be 235x 
220 feet at present and will be en­ 
larged later. 
A 
reinforced 
smokestack, 
875 
feet high with a diameter of twen­ 
ty-four feet at the top, is to he 
erected. 
In the building will be 
installed the boilers and condensers 
to supply turbo-generators of 40,- 
OOO horse power capacity. 
Even­ 
tually the capacity will be 270,000 
horse power. 
The plant will be so arranged as 
to burn oil or gas. Water from the 
nay will be used in the condensef 
system. 
The purpose of the plant 
is to generate electricity to supply 
the growing demand in Southern 
California. 
The Pacific Electric spur track 
is completed to the property and 
:<n additional track will pr built on 
the property to handle the immense 
amount of material required.

Mechanical efficiency has reached its climax in the 
I equine fly-trap devised by an ingenious citizen of 
I Spring Valley, Minn. 
Observing that horses are al- 
I ways bothered by flies, and also 
that horses are al­ 
ways jerking their heads around and bobbing them 
up and down, the inventor has put two and two to­ 
gether. 
Why not utilize the head-movements to get 
I rid of the flies? 
He made a sbeet-meta! box, containing a drum 
with an elaborate mechanism of wire 
mesh, springs, 
brushes, bait, 
etc., mounted upon the top of the 
horse’s collar and connected with the check-rein so 
I that at every nod or swing of the horse s head, the 
drum it made to rotate. 
The bait is supposed to lure 
ii the cruel horsefly into the trap and then the revolving 
I drum crushes him and neatly sweeps out his remains. 
I 
It is surely an admirable contraption, whether it 
works or not. 
Nature may be wonderful, but human 
invention is much more so. 
Nature, in ber crude way, merely provided the 
horse with a long tail with which to whip the flies 
to death when they alighted upon its hind-quarters, 
and a freely mowing head with which to crush or bite 
them when they bother the forward part of his anat­ 
omy, with a mane to protect his neck. 
It might oc- 
h cur to an intellect of the plain or horse-sense variety 
I to solve the problem merely by loosing the check- 
!| rein and letting the tail and mane grow, thereby 
giving nature half a chance. 
But how could there be 
any progress, and how could inventors make a liv­ 
ing. if men were not continually devising ingenious 
substitutes for nature?

It m ay be due to the fa ct th a t th e la tte r can now 
be cured if discovered in tim e. 
B ut on every hand 
you hear of th is or th a t one, who has to live so care­ 
fully because he has high blood pressure. 
It would be unw ise for m e to b e little the 
im 
portance and danger of high blood pressure. 
The 
dangers are only too real. B ut you m ay have a 
blood pressure som ew hat h ig h er th an th a t perm it­ 
ted by the insurance com panies, and yet be in no 
danger therefrom . 
As I said in a form er article, th e high pressure 
m ay be due to som e tem p o rary disturbance, such 
as a slight infection in th e system from the teeth, 
nose, tonsils, or intestine, o r p erh ap s 
from 
some 
em otional disturbance or excitem ent. 
A nother cause th a t is not alw ays rem em bered 
is th a t th ere m ay be a little m ore fluid—blood— in 
th e vessels and thus ju st a little m ore 
tension 
or 
pressure on th a t account. F o r instance, a p atien t 
being exam ined by his physician reg istered nearly 
tw enty points higher than norm al for his age, and 
a t lea st ten points h ig h er th an th a t perm itted by 
th e insurance com panies. 
H e appeared to be p erfectly health y and felt 
well in every way. 
The physician asked him to com e in at a dif­ 
feren t hour th e next day. T he p ressu re registered 
exactly the sam e. H e retu rn ed a t a different hour 
tw o days later, and the pressum e w as the same. The 
physician by questioning learned th a t he 
was 
a 
g reat w ater drinker, 
in addition to w ater and tea a t 
m eals, he consum ed about th ree q u a rts 
bf 
w ater 
during th e tw enty-four hours. 
He w as in stru cted to cut dow n his liquid in­ 
take by one-half, for a period of ten days. 
At the 
end of th is tim e his p ressu re was down to 
norm al. 
H e said he felt ju st a s well, but he did 
m iss 
the 
w ater which w as a long estab lish ed habit. 
He w as in stru cted to go back to it again, and 
in tw o w eeks tim e his p ressu re w as up again to its 
original point. 
W as he advised to cu t it down again? 
N ot by any m eans. 
W ater is a splendid th in g even w here the pres­ 
sure is high, because in th e long run it rem oves 
m aterial th a t would becom e deposited on the walls 
of the blood vessels, h ard en them , and cause real 
high blood pressure.

The shattered hopes, the 
smouldering hatreds and the dreary pessimism of that time form a peacefully, 
bitter episode in history. 
No review of it is needed, nor has any a c -1 6r way if 
curate appraisal ef causes yet been made, 
great w ar brought a regime of despair. 
Its effects linger still. 
Bitter as that world experience was, despair is not the intelli­ 
gent reaction upon it. 
Despair is not the permanent effect of it. J 
The very bitterness of the experience guarantees the hope that a way 
to end war will yet be found. 
Had the war brought some general, white-hot passion for peace 
all over the world, and had some structure for guaranteeing peace 
been devised in that period of righteous enthusiasm, it is likely that 
the structure would be crumbling today. 
Nothing permanent could 
have been built upon any such crusader enthusiasm. 
Such an en­ 
thusiasm would have been as fleeting as the flurries of artificial 
“hate” and artificial “patriotism” which marked various phases of 
the war itself. 
At this time, the world has come near tasting the very dregs of 
War, and war enthusiasm, have been superseded— not by a
